the 22. of Aprill ,. 1645. there were

marching towards him, and that evenning ſome of our men 
ſhewed hembbbven ina fmal partie, which drew the enemy near, 
and command was given by Lievtenane-Generall Crommell, 
that ll our Foxces' ſhould be in a readineſe , and upon their 
watch all che night for feare of the enemy, which-was carefully 
done, Licyrenant-Generall Cromwell himzlfebeing in his own 
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perfon (to incourage them)all che while with them; for thexe 
came intelligence that the encmy intended towatch for an. op- 
pertunitie to take our forces at an advantage, and then ſi ddenty 
ro fall upon them, of which they, much preſumed : but found 
our men too vigilant for them, -- 
On Thurſday the 24. of Aprill, Lievtenant-Generall Crom- 
well fell upon them neare Iſlip (where were a Brigade of above 
1000, under the command of the Earl of Northampron) conſi- 
fting of his own Regiment, and the Lord' Wilmots Regiment, 
bear rhem at their own game, fought with them with much gal- 
lantry(chougltthe beſt horſe the King hath.) And at the ſecond 
charge eurredtheir whole Body , difordered them, whichuwas 
followed with ſo much valour that in ſhort time they orally 
routed them, and purſued them above 3. miles, killed and rook 
200,and odd, & ow 60, were drowned by making ſuch ſpeed 
ro get over'a-watcr,, Wertook alfo 400.'Horſe, and 3. Colours; 
about 20. Officers, and divers Armes, and wounded many of 
thcir'men beſides, who fled into Oxford, and ſome into Blech- 
ington-houſe. But Licvtenant-Generall Cromwell! {cnt away 
his priſoners and marched againſt Blechington, and ſummoned 
Colonell PY:ndebank ro {urrender that Garriſon , which after 
fome diſpure abour ir(being ſtrong ſurrounded) it wasſurren- 
dered to Lievrenant-Generall Cromwell upon condition for the 
ſonldicers ro marclaway, with their lives ; Lievtenant- Generall 
Cromwell took there 250, Muſquets, 70, Horſe, 1co,Pikes,and 
other Armes, 3; barrells of Gunpowder, wich Match and other 
Ammunrion. | 
On Friday the 25. of April, our Horſe were divided into ſe- 
verall Squadrons, both for conveniency of quarter and alſo to 
attend the motions of rhe eneray, and Colonell /ohn Fines quar- 
rered towards Wilcor, Lievtcnant-Generall Cromwell with his 
own Regiment drawing betweenc him and Oxford, and this 
day ſome (traglers of the enemies were taken priſoncrs. 
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(3) 
»: On Saturday the 26 of April; }Major-Genetall Browne ha- 
yiognoticerhar Sir Thomas Fa&'rfaxes Horſe were ſo neere him, 
drew a partic our of. Abingdon toi'march that way, to be in 2 
readineſle (if occaſion were ) who marching towards Long- 
worth, 'had notice of a partic of the enemic to be abour Buck- 
land, ſo they marched that way, bur the enemic was gone to- 
ward Farringdon, . but Major-Generall 8rownes Forces fol- 
lowed them-{o cloſe, that they fell upon them, and rook a Cap- 
taine, and 3 other Officers, and 10 Priſoners, with which they 
intended preſently to rerurne rowards Abingdon, bur having 
intelligence of another partie of the-enemies that were coming 

m rhe. Deviſes, intending (as was ſuppofed) for Oxford, 
Scouts were ſent to find themour, and having diſcovered them, 
Major-Generall Brownes Forces marched unto-them, fell upon 
them, and took a Colonell, a Sargeant-Major,. 3 Capraincs, 3 
Lievtenants, and divers other Priſoners , belides Horſe, and 
Armes, and carried themto Abbingdon. 

The ſame evening Colonell Fines (withhis Regiment) ha- 
ving intelligenceof a partic of the enemies that were come 
neere Witney, drew towards them, and wich much gallancric 
fellupon them, and took from them 120 Horſe, 3 Colours, 40 
Priſoners, and 50 Armes. 

. Lhe-ſame night newes came into Abingdon, 'that thar day, 
viz. Saturday the 26.of April, Colonell Windebank was brought 
before a Councellof War in Oxford, about the ſurrendring of 
Blerchington-Houſe ro Lievrtenant-Generall Cromwet#, and 
that divers great perſons in Oxford were much inraged againſt 
him, caking irvery ill, rhar.a Garriſon of ſogreat conſequence 
to them (as-they value it) ſhould be ſo ſoon Toft ; in ſo much; 
thar it is beleeved Col. Windebank will be put ro dearh for it.
